HIGHEST SENSITIVITY (Category IlI) — Arms, Ammunition and Explosives with a
physical security classification of Confidential

Identifies an item as a Controlled Cryptographic Item (CCI). CCl is described as
secure telecommunications or information handling equipment; associated
cryptographic component, or other hardware item, which performs a critical COMSEC
function. Items so designated are unclassified but controlled, and will bear the
designation “Controlled Cryptographic Iltem” or “CCI".
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
